A RECURRENT THEME IN PAKISTANI CRITICISMS OP USG POLICIES ON 
NUCLEAR REPROCESSING PLANTS IS THAT USG DISCRIMINATES AGAINST 
PAKISTAN WHICH, LIKE ALL OTHER PEACEPUL USERS, NEED A 
REPROCESSING PLANT AS INTEGRAL AND NECESSARY PART OP PEACEFUL-USE 
TECHNOLOGY. REQUEST DEPT PURNISH EMBASSY WITH MATERIAL WE CAN USE 
IN DISCUSSIONS WITH PAKISTANIS TO REPUTE THIS ARGUMENT. WHAT WE 
HAVE IN MIND IS A LIST OR SUMMARY OP THE SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER 
OP COUNTRIES THAT HAVE EMBARKED ON NUCLEAR POWER GENERATION 
PROGRAMS WITHOUT ANY INTENTION TO CONSTRUCT THEIR OWN FUEL 
REPROCESSING FACILITIES. 
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
